A New Testing Machine. 


A testing machine designed by Albert 


Kuiery has been set up at Watertown ' 
Arsenal. Its delicacy is such that while 
itpulle apart a five inch bar of iron ref*- j 
istering a strain of 722,OIW pounds, it' 
breaks a horse-hair and registeisaforce i 
of two pounds. It crushed a pine block , 
four inches thick and two feet long in- I
